AMMAN — Frond of their 
Hashemite Monarch, Jordanians 
Sunday celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of His Majesty King 
Hussein’s assumption of his con* 
stitutional powers with a massive 
display of their loyalty to and 
admiration of their King. 

Jordanians celebrated me occa- 
sion by singing and dancing in the 
streets to the rythm of national 
songs, slaughtering sheep, and 
staging a 90-mnrate national show 
outside Amman pa rticipated by 
die security forces, school stn- 
dents as well as various public 
and private sector institutions. 

As the King, Her Majesty 
Queen Noor, His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan and mem- 


bers of the Royal Family watched 
from the podium, units of the 
Aimed Forces and police depart- 
ment, more than 6,000 school- 
children and various folklore 
groups from all parts of the King- 
dom unfolded a national show 
reflecting the progress of Jordan. 

The ceremonies, attended by 
gov ernm ent leaders and officials. 
Parliament members, tribal lead- 
ers, political activists and 
businessmen, were launched with 
an emotional speech by a 104-old 
Jordanian who travelled with the 
late King Abdullah Ben A1 Hus- 
sein, the founder of die King- 
dom, on his way to Amman from 
the Hijaz in 1921. 

“Seventy-two years ago, I 
came with King Abdullah to Am- 
man where tribal leaders and 
sheikhs from all goveroorates and 


from different sects pledged 
loyalty and allegiance to the 
(Hashemite) throne,*' Sheikh 
Jnweiber A1 Otaibi recalled. 

Speaking with obvious difficul- 
ty, Sheikh Otaibi paid tribute to 
the progress Jordan has achieved 
under the Hashemite leadership. 

Earlier, the master of cere- 
monies. Major-General Tahsin 
Shtudom, praised the strenuous 
efforts exerted by the King to 
achieve stability and prosperity in 
the country. 

“From various origins and 
from different sects, in mosques 
and in churches, all pray for you 
King Hussein,” be said. *Tn spite 
of the difficulties and scarcity of 
resources, you have continued to 
work to achieve the best for the 
nation with wisdom and cour- 
age,” Maj.-Gen. Shurdom said. 


The show, held at a sprawling 
parade ground near Marks, was 
held against the backdrop of stu- 
dents changing flashings of 
national slogans and pictures of 
the Hashemite Kings, reflecting 
the Jordanians' belief and convic- 
tion in the continuity of the 
Hashemite Monarchy. 

While one group of students 
displayed the slogan “forever 
Hashemite.’* another group 
formed the pictures of King 
Abdullah, King Talal, King Hus- 
sein and Crown Prince Hassan, 
the designated successor to the 
Throne. 

King Hussein was proclaimed 
monarch on August 11. 1952, 
when be was 17 years old after his 
grandfather was assassinated. But 
he assumed his constitutional 
powers on May 2, 1953. 


The immense popularity of 
King Hussein, who led Jordan 

through some of the most difficult 

times in history, surged to new 
bounds especially after he laun- 
ched the dcraocratisatioa of Jor- 
dan in 1989 and stood firm on his 
nationalist positions during the 
Gulf crisis in 1991. 

Nearly one million people 
thronged the streets of Amman in 
an unprecedented show of affec- 
tion for the King when he re- 
turned home in September las; 
year after undergoing successful 
surgery in the United Stain..

The 57-year-old monarch’s 
longevity in the cutthroat politics 
of the region is remarkable. 
When he was crowned May 2, 
1953, the boy-long of an impover- 
ished desert state, few believed 
he would last long in the Middfe, 
Eastern cauldron. 

He has_snrvived countless 
assassination attemp t s , a Palesti- 
nian attempt to oust him, Arab- 
Israeli wars and political con- 
frontations. 


When King Hussein returned 
last September from the United 
Stales after surgery for cancer, 
more than one million people, a 
quarter of the population, packed 
Amman’s streets in an ecstatic 
welcome. 

The King’s illness has raised 
nagging doubts about his health 
and with it the future of the 
Hashemite dynasty and Jordan’s 
hard-won stability. 

King Hussein himself has 
raised intimations of his own 
mortality. But in an AF interview 
on Thursday, he appeared m 
good health, if stigttly weary 
after a hrrrir^-y oLmaein^. If* . 
still smokes. 

Sitting in an ornate, cfaande- 
liered audience room in Basman 
Palace, its sandstone walls blind- 


ing white m the spring sunshine, 
die King looked back on his 
turbulent reign with his usual 
disconcerting habit of calling his 
interviewers “Sir." 

“There have been many happy 
memories, and many sad and 
terrible, tragic , ones,” he said. 

Among them the death of 
Queen Alia, third of his four 
wives, in a helicopter crash in 
1977 and his decision to join 
Egypt in a disastrous military 
alliance only days before the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war broke out 
That cost him the West Bank 
and East Jerusalem, the city that

AMMAN — King Hussein, who 
celebrated his 40th anniversary 
on the throne Sunday, has faced 
war and forged a nation.

In a vulnerable kingdom buf- 
feted by the Arab-Israeli conflict 
and surrounded by powerful 
neighbours, the monarch has be- 
come convinced that democracy 
is the only way to ensure stability 
and the rule of his Hashemite

To do that, he must convince a 
largely adoring population to in- 
vest in building political founda- 
tions that will outlast him. 


“The duties I have arc such to 
prepare the ground for a more 
stable, progressive Jordan in the 
future and to make whatever 
decisions 1 deem right at that time 
and see how it goes,” the King 
told Reuters in an interview this 
week when asked if he would 
possibly step down. 

A prince jolted out of boyhood 
to reluctantly become king, he 
has enjoyed the longest reign of 
any leader in the turbulent Mid- 
dle East. 

Now at 57, some say the King 

feels a greater urgency to lay 

foundations for a future without 
him after undergoing cancer 

surgery last year. 

Doctors found no trace of the 
cancer in bis last check-up but the 
King still suffers from fatigue. 


Those dose to him arc con- 
vinced his sense of destiny nn-J 
duty will keep him on the throne 
as long as his health allows. 

But ne has occasionally talked 
of handing over power and bur. 
begun to tell his subjects, many of 
whom see him as a father figure, 
that sooner or later they will have 
to do without him and shape their 
own future. 

King Hussein has made dear 
he still intends his brother Crown 
Prince Hassan, respected for his 
intellect, to succeed him.

U.S. to keep Palestinians informed on settlements 


Expellees end sit-in 


MARJ AL ZOHOUR, Lebanon 
(Agencies) — Palestinian expel- 
lees in southeast Lebanon 
trudged back to their tent camp in 
the nun Sunday, ending a week- 
long outdoor sit-in protest re- 
sumption of Arab-Israeli peace 
talks in Washington. 

Hie exiles’ spokesman, Abdul 
Aziz Rantisi, said strong winds 
and heavy rains overnight made it 
impossible to continue the pro- 
test. 

“We spent a sleepless night in 
stormy weather, trying without 
success to light fires and stay 
dry,” Dr. Rantisi said. "That's 
why we decided to end the strike. * 
We're now thinking of a new 
escalation.” 

Tbe 396 expellees went back to 
their camp in two batches, the 
first at 3 a.m. (0000 GMT) and 
the second at 10 a.m. (0700 
GMT). 

Wrapped m wet blankets, they 
carried their drenched mattresses 
and other belongings on their • 
backs as they walked the 2J5 
kilometres north to the camp. 


Israeli troops, dressed m rain- 
coats, fanned across the hills 
overlooking tbe sit-in location 
and watched the retreat through 
binoculars. 

As soon as they readied the 
camp, the exiles huddled around 
kerosene beaters in their tents 
waiting for the weather to im- 
prove.

The Palestinians began the sit- 
in Monday to protest foe resump- 
tion of Middle East peace talks in 
Washington before their repatria- 
tion. 

Palestinians boycotted the

repatriation of tbe expellees. 

Other Israeli moves, including 
allowing the return of a group of 
Palestinians expelled years ago, 
brought tbe Palestinian delega- 
tion back to die negotiations last 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat told a rally celeb- 
rating tbe return of a group of 
veteran exiles in the West Bank 
town of Nablus Sunday that a 
Palestinian state was around tbe 
corner. 

“Today we are oo the political 
map. Tomorrow we will be on the 
geographical map,” eyewitnesses 
quoted Mr. Arafat as saying in a 
telephone call from his Tunis 
headquarters that was wired into 
a loudspeaker. 

In his 40-minute speech, Mr. 
Arafat emphasised that the re- 
turn of 15 longterm exiles Friday, 
with a further 15 expected Mon- 
day, was one of die fruits of the 
peace negotiations now in their 
ninth round in Washington. 

He also extended greetings to 
about 400 adherents of tbe Isla- 
mic group Hamas exiled in De- 
cember and Stuck in South Leba- 
non. Mr. Arafat has addressed a 
few rallies in the past, including a 
similar gathering in RamaDah on 
Friday. 

Hamas supporters at the rally 
attacked the return of the 30 as an 
underhanded deal. Ail those 
allowed back were mostly older 
activists exiled between Israel’s 
seizure of the occupied territories 
in 1967 and 1987, when the 
Palestinians started a violent up- 
rising against Israeli rule. 

Hamas supporters accused the 
Palestine liberation Organisa- 
tion (FLO) of selling oat on the 
demand that the peace talks be 
postponed until their activists 
stock at tbe border village of 
Mazj A1 Zohour were allowed 
home. 

“This oelebrauon is an attempt 
to blade out the cause of the 
deportees in Maij Al ; Zohour,” a 
Hamas activist shouted into the 1 
loudspeaker at A1 Najah universi- 
ty before Mr. Arafat spoke. 

The Israeli government said it 
allowed the 30 back as a gesture 
for the. peace talks, while their 
opposition accused them of fuell- 
ing unreal expectations of the 
right of retard for all Palestinians. 

“The retum of 30 Palestinian 
leadea is only one small step 
before the return of four mu- 
lion,” said on poster at the rally. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Palestinians from 
Arab East Jerusalem will be 
allowed to vote in West Bank 
elections for self-government but 
will be barred from running as 
candidates, the Haaretz newspap- 
er reported Sunday. 

Haaretz said that the agree- 
ment came during background 
talks with the United States at 
peace talks in Washington. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak' 
Rabin's office denied the report. 

Bat tiie minister of energy, 
Antnon Rubinstein of the left- 
wing Meretz Party, said letting 
the East Jerusalem Palestinians, 
vote reflects tbe position of both 
foe ruling Labour Party and of 
Meretz, constituting a govern- 
ment majority. 

“I have no doubt that this will 
be foe final result if the negotia- 
tions are successful,” he told the 
Associated Press during a pause 
in the weekly cabinet meeting. 

Haaretz quoted a high-level 
Israeli official as saying American 
intervention brought Israel to 


accept this compromise, as well 
as the idea of international super- 
vision of the elections in the 
occupied territories. 

In the past, Israel insisted that 
its own military oversee tbe ballot 
boxes, but tbe Palestinians 
opposed it. 

The status of Jerusalem is one 
of the most delicate issues in the 
peace talks focusing on Palesti- 
nian autonomy. 

Tbe preclusion of 150,000 
Palestinians from East Jerusalem 
in either voting or running might 
undermine support for any auton- 
omy plan. That would eliminate 
candidates such as Faisal Hus- 
seini, head of the Palestinian 
delegation. 

Mr. Rubinstein insisted that 
before Israelis and Palestinians 
can reach tbe stage of peace and' 
open borders, they must live 
separately for an interim period. 

He was referring to the closure 
Israel imposed in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip (me month ago. 

According to sources quoted 
by AFP, Israel would impose 


three conditions: Hast Jerusalem 
will not be represented on the 
council, only East Jerusalem 
Palestinians with a second 
address in the occupied territories 
can stand for elections and voting 
stations must be set up outside 
the Jerusalem boundaries. 

The elections will be for a 
council to be established in tbe 
framework of the autonomy 
period, after three years of which 
talks start to settle the final status 
of foe occupied territories. 

Ex-premier Yitzhak Shamir, 
who lost general elections last 
June, refused to consider any 
vote for East Jerusalemites. 

Differences over tbe voting 
rights of Palestinians from East 
Jerusalem led to the collapse of 
the Likud-Labour government in 
March 1990. Labour bucked the 
vote for East Jerusalemites in line 
with the same three 
above.

Suicide of Beregovoy stuns 
French political world 


PARIS (Agencies) — The French 
political world was in a state of 
shock Sunday following the 
suicide Saturday of former Social- 
ist Prime Minister Pierre Bere- 
govoy, and speculation was rife' 
about tiie reasons behind his de- 
sperate act. 

Mr. Beregovoy, 67. shot him- 
self in the head at Nevers, central 
France, and died a few hours 
later aboard a helicopter while 
being flown to the Elite Val de 
Grace military hospital m Paris. 

“Consternation was felt right 
across the political spectrum over 
his totally unexpected and unpre- 
cedented act. 

Prime Minister Edouard Balla- 
dur said Sunday he would post- 
pone two government decisions 
on France's finances and recovery 
out of respect for the death of his 
predecessor. 

Several leading Socialists lost 
no time in denoucing attacks that 
had been made against Mr. Bere-

govoy, both political and person- 
al, that they said were behind his 
suicide. 

Political friends said Mr. Bere- 
govoy, who had announced a 
drive against corruption when he 
came to power in April last year, 
had been deeply wounded by 


allegations of impropriety over an 
interest-free loan he took from a 
businessman friend to buy a flat 
seven years ago. 

Harsh attacks on his govern- 
ment’s economic record and the 
Socialists' disarray following their 
humiliating election rout to the 
centre-right a month ago had 
added to his distress although he 
retained his seat in the National 
Assembly. 

The newspaper Journal du 
Dimanche said his suicide was a 
Shakespearean tragedy about 
men and power, 

“Pierre Beregovoy's death has 
stitTed deep emotion in our coun- 
try,” Mr. Balladur said. 

He delayed for several days bis 
economic recovery programme 
which was due to be announced 
on Wednesday. A report ex- 
pected to be sharply critical of the 
large public deficits left by Mr.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — An Arab member 
of Israeli parliament said Sunday 
the Clinton administration was 
preparing a broad aid plan for 
Palestinians in the occupied terri- 
tories. 

Abdul Wahab Darawshe said 
on return from the United States 
that National Security Council 
aide Martin lndyk told him the 
administration planned to offer 
$24 million in immediate aid tor 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, sealed off by Israel 
for more than a month. 

“But he is preparing a more 
comprehensive plan with the par- 
ticipation of Western European 
countries. Gulf states, and the 
American administration for lar- 
ger aid to residents of the territor- 
ies in investment, industrial and 
?nb development,” said Mr. 
i Dam, .-site, leader of the Demo- 
cratic Arab party. 

He told Israel Radio the plan 
would be brought to the next 
round of multilateral Middle East 
peace talks on economic develop- 
ment in Rome this week. 

Mr. Darawshe quoted Mr. Iii- 
dyk as saying the closure was a 
“time bomb" for which an 
alternative would have to be 
found. The ban on entering 
Israel, prompted by a sur^e in 
violence, has kept about 120,000 
Palestinian workers from low- 
paying jobs.

AMMAN — A meeting in Baghdad last week has given birth to a 
ngw international organisation grouping students and youth Grom 
62 countries, participants said Sunday. 

The body, official known as Non-Aligned Youth and Student 
Organisation, will replace the defunct youth organisation which 
used to be based on he East bloc with the avowed goal of “fighting 
imperialist forces,** said Sitaram Kalanoria, who led the Indian 
delegation the April 26-28 conference in die Iraqi capital. 

“The organisation will fill the vacuum left behind by the demise 
of the international youth associations and unions following the 
collapse of the East bloc countries,” Mr. Kalanoria told the Jordan 
Times. 

“There is a pressing need to raise issues related to youth and and 
students on the international level, and, hopefully, the organisation 
mil be able to perform this task as well as bring together people 
Grom all over the world,” be said. * 

The International Union of Students and the World Federation 
of Democratic Youth were two of the leading organisations based 
in the East bloc, and they were renowned for convening annual 
meetings and cultural festivals grouping mostly Third World 
countries. 

Despite massive gatherings, none of the East bloc-based 
organisations gained international prominence since they were 
seen as mostly directly or indirectly contributing what the West saw 
as tiie propaganda machine of the former Soviet Union and its 
allies. 

With the collapse of the Soviet Union and the communist 
regimes in the East bloc, the new regimes ordered the closure of 
the organisations and seized their property, effectively doing away 
with some of the glaring symbols of the communist era. 

Mr. Kalanoria said Japanese and Russian student and youth 
bodies attended the Baghdad meeting and are now members of the 
new organisation, which is otherwise composed of Non-Aligned 
Movement (NAM) member countries. 

While essentially remaining an NAM affiliate, the Yonth and 
Student Organisation is open to countries outside the NAM, said 
Mr. Kalanoria, who was named to head the media and information 
section of the body. 

Jordan and India will host the two Asian regional centres of the 
organisation while Morocco and Kenya will host African opera- 
tions, he said. 

Nigeria was elected chairman and Lebanon. Egypt, Russia and 
Mauritius were named vice-chairmen of the organisation, which 
will set up its general secretariat in the Iraqi capital, according to 
Mr. Kalanoria. 

Arab participation in the conference depended on the state of 
political relations between Arab capitals and Baghdad. While no 
Gulf country was represented at all, delegates — affiliated with the 
ruling party or the opposition — represented Egypt, Syria, 
Morocco, Lebanon, Sudan, Algeria, Yemen and Tunisia, Mr. 
Kalanoria said. 

“Iraq, despite its financial difficulties resulting from the interna- 
tional sanctions imposed on it, is funding the organisation on an 
interim basis,” Mr. Kalanoria added. 

Iraqi Vice-President Taha Yassin Ramadan and Deputy Prime 
Minister Tareq Aziz addressed the Baghdad conference, which, in 
a final statement, called for an immediate lifting of the sanctions 
against Iraq, imposed by the U.N. after the August 1990 Iraqi 
invasion of Kuwait, said the Indian delegate, secretary-general of a 
Calcutta- based chapter of the United Nations Youth Organisation. 

According to Mr. Kalanoria, “nowhere during the conference, 
attended by 300 delegates from 62 countries, or during side

“They (Iraqi officials) seem to pointedly avoid any comment on 
Kuwait or give any impression that Iraq still entertains any 
territorial claim” to the emirate, he said. 

Kidnapped diplomats 

plead for help, water 


LONDON (R) — Three Euro- 
pean diplomats kidnapped in 
Afghanistan have pleaded for wa- 
ter and urgent help Grom their 
governments to free them in a 
second letter smuggled out Grom 
captivity. 

The letter, smuggled to Pakis- 
tan Saturday and the contents of 
which were obtained by a Reuter 
'correspondent in Europe, ac- 
cused Pakistani officials negotiat- 
ing their release of holding up any 
solution. 

“Our health is deteriorating 
very badly,” it said. “Do some- 
thing for us we need water most 
urgently.” 

The three — Jack Dodds of 
Britain, Stefan Elhert of Ger- 
many and Gert Piening of the 
Netherlands — are all anti- 
narcotics officials who were on a 
duty trip to Pakistan's Baluchis- 
tan province. 

Pakistani officials say Afghan 
Mujahedeen commander Ghu- 
lam Nabi Noorzai abducted them 
at gunpoint 11 days ago just 
inside Afghanistan and is holding 
them hostage until Pakistan frees 
two of his men it arrested last 
month for gun-running. 

Islamabad has refused and dis- 
puted statements in a first letter 


from the diplomats last week that 
they were being held-in chains in 
a cave and fed only bread and 
tea. 

According to the London Sun- 
day Times, the three have been 
moved Grom the cave to a build- 
ing in the town of Spin Boldak, 
near the main border crossing 
into Pakistan. 

Saeed Jalal, a representative of 
the hardline Hezb-eTslami party 
Mr. Noorzai belongs to, told 
Reuters Friday he had seen the 
three last Tuesday in a building. 

He said they were free to sit 
outside their room and had plenty 
of food but gave no further de- 
tails: 

Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, 
Afghan prime minister-designate 
and head of Hezb-e-Islami. had 
told Mr. Noorzai ordering him to 
release the men immediately and 
unconditionally, Mr. Jalal said. 

The second letter said Mr. 
Noorzai was ready to release the 
diplomats but his men must be 
freed in return. Such hostage 
taking is common among the 
Pashtun tribesmen in the lawless 
countryside on both rides of the 
Palristan-Afghan border, 

“The Pakistanis are working 
against a solution,” it charged.

Russia 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Kuwaiti 
Defence Minister Sheikh Ah Al 
Sabah was quoted Sunday as 
saying the emirate will sign a 
defence pact with Russia and dig 
a trench along its borders with 
Iraq. 

Sheikh Ali told Al Watan daily 
that the pact will be signed in 
August, but he did not give any 
further details. 

Since its liberation from a 
seven-month Iraqi occupation 
Feb. 26,-1991, Kuwait has signed 
10-year military agreements with 
the United States, Britain and 
France, all members of the 32- 
nation coalition that fought the 
Gulf wax. 

The agreements call for 
periodic exercises and stockpiling 
of weapons in the emirate. 

The defence minister told Al 
Watan after a meeting with a 
number of parliament deputies, 
and a trip to the northern borders 
Saturday, that Kuwait will start in 
thr ee months digging a trench 
along its 210-kilometres border 
with Iraq. 

Sheikh Ali said the cabinet of 
ministers has approved the 
trench, three metres deep and S 
metres wide. There will also be a 
three to four metres sand barrier 
behind the trench. 

He said five companies will be 
working on the project so as to 
finish it as soon as possible. 

Deputy Ahmad Baqer said a 
number of parliamentarians have 
asked the defence minister to 
surround the trench with millions 
of land mines that were planted 
around the emirate by Iraqis dur- 
ing their occupation. 

A number of Kuwaitis, sup- 
ported by the government, have 
been calling for about a year for 
building a wall to protect the 
emirate from Iraqi infiltrators. 

Sheikh Ali told Al Watan that 
Kuwaiti forces along the border 
with Iraq will be boosted with 
new military surveillance equip- 
ment. 

Iraq has not recognised the 
new border demarcation finalised 
in November by a United Nations 
1 committee. The demilitarised 
border area is patroled by the 
U.N. observers for violations of 
the Gulf war ceasefire. 

‘Egypt lost $300 mlHioo* 

Egypt lost more than $300 mil- 
lion in unpaid exports to Iraq and 
is making contacts to recover the 
money, an Egyptian official was 
quoted Sunday as saying. 

The goods were exported be- 
fore Iraq’s invasion of Kuwait, 
the secretary general of the Egyp- 
tian Chambers of Commerce 
Federation, Mustafa Zaki f told 
the United Arab Emirates daily 
Al Ittihad. 

“The total losses of Egyptian 
exporters to Iraq exceed $30 0 
million as it has not paid back 
due to the economic sanctions 
imposed by the United Nations ” 
be said. "We are making contacts 
to regain their rights.” 

Mr. Zaki did not make dear if 
the contacts were with Iraq, 
which ait links with Egypt after it 
joined the U.S.-dominated coali- 
tion which fought Iraq in the Gulf 
war. 

He said some exporters bad 
recovered $42 million or 90 per 
cent of the value of their exports 
in compensation from the Arab 
Corporation for Investment 
Guarantee, which had insured 
their exports. 

remaining exporters are 
not insured because they did not 
know there is an organisation that 
insures exports against all risks or 
because they believe such insur- 
ance could increase the cost of 
their exports,” he said.

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Saudi killed, another injured In Somalia | 

MOGADISHU (AFP) — A Saudi Arabian doctor working for a 
Muslim aid agency was killed and a colleague was mjured in agun 
ambush in Mogadishu, a U.N. ^okesman said. 
working for the group “Aid for Africa.” was driving Friday to the 
headquarters of Moroccan forces in the U.S.-ted multinational 
operation in Somalia when the attack happened, U.N. spok^nan 
David Stockwell said. His car was ambushed by an ‘unidentified 
Somalian," as he headed for the headquarters in central Moga- 
dishu, Mr. Stockwell said. The doctor, whose identity was not 
riven, was declared dead on arrival at hospital* he said. Another 
Saudi doctor who was travelling in the vehicle was injured in the 
hand in the shooting, he said. The killing brings to five the number 
of non-govemmental organisation members killed since the start of 
the U.S.-led Restore Hope Operation last December, Mr. Stock- 
well said. 

Meningitis kill 66 people in Sudan 

KHARTOUM (AP) — Meningitis has killed 66 people in Sudan 
since its outbreak early last month. Dr. Sadek Mahjoub. the 
director of the epidemic diseases in the Sudanese Health Ministry, 
said 35 people died in the central state, 14 in the Khartoum area, 
six in each of Kordofan and the eastern states, two in each of 
Darfur and Equatoria and one in the northern state. Quoted by the 
government news agency SUNA, Mr. Mahjoub said Saturday that 
no cases were reported in the south Sudanese states of Upper Nile 
and Bahr Al G hazal . The rate of the meningitis this year was the 
lowest in the corresponding periods in the last several years, Dr. 
Mahjoub said without elaboration. Dr. Mahjoub only said 4SZ 
cases were reported so far throughout Sudan. He gave no 
breakdown but noted that the disease was of no epidemic 
proportion this year. 

UAE court throws out six blasphemy convictions 

ABU DHABr (AFP) — An appeals court in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) threw out the convictions of six of 10 resident 
Indian actors sentenced for blasphemy, newspapers reported here 
Sunday. The court of appeal in Sharjah Saturday ruled the six had 
not realised they had insulted Islam and Christianity in a play 
staged in the emirate last May, Al Khaleej and other newspapers 
said. But it extended to 10 years the prison sentences of two actors, 
and upheld the convictions of the two other resident actors as well 
as that of playwright Vasudevan Pilai, who was tried in absentia. A 
lower court had earlier sentenced all 10 actors and the playwright 
to six years each in prison. The play, entitled “Ants that feast on 
corpses,” caused a furore in the country, prompting police in 
Sharjah to immediately arrest the 10 actors, all Hindus. “The play 
was indirectly aimed at blaspheming Islam and had sacrilegious 
; references to Qiristian sacred symbols,” the prosecution told the 
I court. More than 350,000 Indians five in the UAE.

Saudi says 1,899 foreigners converted to Islam 

DUBAI (R) — A total of 1,899 people, mostly Asians, converted 
to Islam in Saudi Arabia in the past 10 months, the official Saudi 
Press Agency said Sunday. It said 1,281 Filipinos were among the- 
men and women converts, plus 270 Sri Lankans and 259 Indians. 
SPA said 13 American men and five women also converted along 
with six Britons, three men and three women. 

Egypt’s top clerics called to witness box 

CAIRO (R) — Lawyers defending Muslim militants charged with 
killing writer Farag Foda have called senior Muslim clerics to 
testify. Foda, an outspoken opponent of Muslim fundamentalism, 
was gunned down outside his house last June. Defence lawyers 
called on Sunday Gad Al Haq Ali Gad Al Haq, government- 
appointed rector of Al Azhar University which attacked Foda’s 
writings as unorthodox days before his death. Al Azhar is Cairo's 
1.000-year -old seat of Islamic learning. The lawyers at the Supreme 
State Emergency Court also summoned Egypt's highest state- 
appointed Muslim cleric. Mufti Sheikh Mohammad Sayyid Tanta- 
wi. Thirteen people are on trial for the killing which shocked 
secular intellectuals in Egypt: The court Sunday ordered one of the 
defendants previously allowed bail to be remanded in custody 
along with eight others. Another defendant, Ashraf Sayyid 
Ibrahim, was arrested last week and is being interrogated in 
connection with the attempted assassination of Information Minis- 

ter Sarwat Al Shenf. One other defendant remains on bail and two 
more are at large.

They also demanded fhar the 
police show more understanding 
in cases of emergency and not 
tine drivers of public cars taking 
their families on outings. 

Some taxi drivers demanded 
raising the current fare complain- 
ing that it was insufficient and did 
not help cover operational costs.

Efforts, concessions needed to keep momentum of 


Palestinian spokeswoman Hanan Ashrawi described the ongoing 
peace talks m Washington between the Palestinian and the Israeli 
rtelgga tinns as having effectively entered a “qualitatively different 
phase.” * 

“This is really the beginning," Ashrawi added at the conclusion 
of the Friday session marking the end of the first week of peace 
talks. Palestinians attribute the new peace thrust to new Israeli 
flwitndpg and to the more active U.S. involvement in the peace 
negotiations. 

Having attained this new sense of direction in the bilateral 
pe ar** parleys, it is incumbent on all parties to maintain the 
momentum generated by the new spirit dominating now in the 
Washington talks. Israel has made several significant moves, 
albeit ones that by and large rectify long-standing blunders. 
Nevertheless, tire fact that the Rabin government has taken these 
correc ti ve measures should develop a need to nurture them. 
There will come a time when the Palestinian side will be asked to 
respond in-kind, or at least partially in-kind, even though what 
the Palestinians may be called upon to concede would be some of 
their legitimate rights to wage an armed intifada. In other words, 
as a quid pro quo for the Israeli rectification of past and 


continuing violations of tire Fourth Geneva Convention, the 
Palestinians will probably end up being asked to stop or decrease 
the tempo of their uprising, something that is not called for by 
international law or human rights treaties. 

Still, for political reasons, the Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) may very well see it as in their interest and as serving 
the cause of peace to yield on this score as well by offering some 
positive gestures in response to the latest Israeli confidence- 
building measures (CBM). The Palestinian ride has several 
options in this regard, most of which would not irrevocably hurt 
the intifada or render their bargaining position weaker. The 
Palestinians have a stake in keeping alive the so-called “qualita- 
tively different phase,” that the bilateral talks have reached at the. 
end of the first week of peace negotiations. The Palestinians also 
have a stake in promoting additional Israeli moves that hopefully 
will include the 400 Palestinians deportees. 

Even more significant is the cultivation of a new dimate that 
could produce more substantive results for the Palestinians. No 
doubt, U.S. Secretary of State Warren Christopher would be 
pushing for some kind or another of Palestinian response as a 
condition for applying continuous pressure on the Rabin govern-

Clinton may run late , but he runs deftly

WASHINGTON — In his first 
three months as president. Bill 
CUnton has shown he likes tty 
think before he speaks, enjoys 
performing for televirion cameras 
and refuses to worry about being 
on time. 

At 46, Mr. Ginton is the third- 
youngest president in U.S. his- 
tory after Theodore Roosevelt 
and John Kennedy. With calcu- 
lated planning he has developed a 
charismatic style that excites 
crowds and works well on TV. 

Virtually every time he answers 
a question, this president pauses 
to formulate and answer — in 
sharp contrast to former Presi- 
dent George Bush's tendency to 
blunt out responses in a fractured 
syntax he then tried to fix as he 
spoke. 

Take the second day of Gin- 
ton’s presidency. At an Oval Office 
photo session, he was asked ab- 
out lifting the ban on homosex- 
uals in the military and did not 
respond. Ten minutes later he 
went looking for the questioner, 
to provide a considered response 
that dominated televirion news 
that night. . 

Not only does Mr. Ginton 
think before he speaks, he thinks 
before he acts — prompting some 
critics to say he takes too long to 
decide on action, £ 

Tboeo otow. to Mr. 

Ginton likes informal consulta- 
tion sessions to thrash out a pend- 
ing derision or discuss what was 
right or wrong about a strategy. 
“The seat of power has moved 
from the cabinet room to the 
Roosevelt Room," said a senior 
administration official who 
attends most such sessions. 

The cabinet room is small, fil- 
led with a large table and tall 
leather chairs. The Roosevelt 
Room, just down the ball and 
named for a painting of Teddy 
Roosevelt on horseback on the 
walls, offers an informal setting 
for more people. 


“He likes to take in everyone’s 
ideas.” said one White House 
official. “Then he goes back to 
his office and mulls it over before 
deciding." 

Last Friday, mindful of pend- 
ing media assessments of his first 
1(K) days in office — the 100th day 
will be today — Mr. Ginton 
joined about two dozen aides in 
the Roosevelt Room. 

“It was more of an inventory of 
ongoing initiatives.” said White 
House Press Secretary Dee Dee 
Myers. * ‘Although there was 
some discussion... about what 
lessons can we learn in a con- 
structive way about the last 100 
days.” 

For his day-to-day work, Mr. 
Ginton uses the Oval Office and 
an adjacent study, but has a 
private office in the White House 
family quarters so he can work at 
any hour. 

Aides say be does not need 
much sleep, rarely more than five 
or six hours a night. But when he 
pushes too hard, circles appear 
under his eyes and aides suggest 
he get some rest. 

Mr. Ginton is the first presi- 
dent to be shaped by television as 
a child and now be is trying to use 
it to shape the way others view 
him. His family bought its first 
TV set in 1956, when he was a 
nine years old. 

It arrived in time for him to 
watch his hero, John Kennedy, in 
hfc_ unsuccessful. to, become 

the Democratic vice presidential 

nominee at that year's nominat- 
ing convention. 

On bis way to the White 
House, Mr. Ginton made numer- 
ous television guest appearances, 
including a saxophone-playing 
stint on the “Arsenio Hall" late 
night show and several visits to 
MTV, the rock video cable chan- 
nel. 

Not surprisingly then, be takes 
to the airwaves frequently as 
president, convinced he can court 
Amercians better if he can talk to 
them directly. 

He jokingly told reporters: "I

Zafonic wins 2,000 Guineas in record time 


LOUISVILLE (R) — Long-shot 
Sea Hero darted to the inside and 
sped past six horses just before 
the stretch run to win the 119th 
Kentucky Derby by 2Vi lengths 
Saturday. 

Prairie Bayou, the 9-2 
favourite — the longest odds ever 
for a Kentucky Derby favourite 
— was second by just a head over 
Wild Gale, part of a seven-horse 
mutual field. 

Sea Hero, may have surprised 
the punters and commentators 
but trainer Mack Miller says he 
knew the horse would enjoy rac- 
ing in the cool weather of Louis- 
ville.

PARIS (R) — A hat-trick from Croatian striker Alen Boksic took 
European Cup finalists Marseille one step nearer a record fifth 
consecutive French tide as they romped to a 5-0 victory over 
Strasbourg Saturday. 

Boksic opened the scoring after just five minutes and Marseille had 
already wrapped up the match by halftime with Franck Sauzee and 
German forward Rudi Voeller making it 3-0. 

But Boksic, a potential match-winner when Marseille meet AC 
Milan in the European Cup final in Munich May 26, was far from 

finished. . 

He added two more goals in the 66th and 89th minutes to take his 

tally for the season to IS, matching Xavier Graveiaine of Caen as the 
league’s joint-leading scorer. 

Marseille retain .a two-point lead over Monaco who laboured to a 
2-1 home win over lowly Valenciennes with a 76th minute penalty 

from Yotiri Djorkaeff. 

Monaco opened the scoring thanks to German striker Juergen 
Klinsmann’s 16th goal of the season in the eighth minute but Jorge 
Bumichaga, who played for Argentina against Klinsmann in the 1990 
World Cup final, equalised seven minutes later. 

Paris St. Germain, a point behind Monaco, stayed in the race with 
an excellent 2-1 away win over Auxerre in a match between this 
season's two losing UEFA Cup semifinalists. 

Real Madrid go top of Spanish league: Real Madrid, spurred by 
their quickest goal of the season, went top of the Spanish Soccer First 
Division Saturday. 

Real romped to a 4-0 away win over Real Oviedo, but their reign 
as leaders may last only 24 hours if Barcelona beat fellow Catalans 
Espanol Sunday. 

The Madrid side had an ideal start with their season’s fastest goal 
when Emilio Butragueno drove home a pass from Fernando Hierro 
in the second minute. 

Michel Gonzalez set up the second and third goals, Hierro heading 
home a pass in the 37th minute and Ivan Zamorano scoring with a 
powerful cross-shot in the 64th. 

Zamorano wrapped up victory with his second strike in the 89th 
minute, easing in another pass from Michel. 

Barcelona, equal on 46 points but ahead on goal difference before 
die weekend, face an away match against Espanol, who have lost 
their last three games. 

Rangers clinch fifth consecutive title: Rangers equalled their club 
record of five Scottish League titles in a row when Gary McSwegan 
scored one minute after the interval to give them a 1-0 Premier 
Division triumph at Airdrie Saturday. 

The champions, who won the title five times between 1927 and 
1931. are now 12 points ahead of second-placed Aberdeen, who lost 
1-0 at Celtic, with four games each to go.

Bridge is a game for dear think , 
era, but even the best of them can be 
dazzled by fool's gold. Attempting to 
mine those treasures might not 
stand up to tbe light of cold lope. 
Consider this hand from a pair 
, tournament. 

This was not a hand for transfer 
bids. Where North declared four 
hearts after South transferred at 
some level, Bast led the jack of dia- 
monds, West grabbed tire ace and 
the spade shift was obvious. Three 
rounds of the suit forced North to 


ruff, and the defenders had to scone 
the king of trumps to go with their 
three tricks in the pointed suits. 

At a number of tables South be- 
came declarer at the heart game 
Where West led a spade, three 
rounds of the suit would again have 
settled the issue. The problem arose 
at those tables where a club was led. 

Declarer won in hand with the ace 
and most, impressed with the possi- 
bility of discarding spades on dia- 
monds, led a diamond at trick two. 
That allowed West to win and shift 
to spades, to defeat the game. 

Careful reasoning should have 
convinced declarer that it was right 
to go after trumps before dia- 
monds— the finesse would have to 
succeed for tbe contract to hove any 
chance. When the queen of hearts 
bolds and East drops the ten, de- 
clarer should realize that tbe hand is 
unbeatable if trumps are 2-2, and 
repeat tbe finesse. When East shows 
out, there’s no point in going after 
diamonds— declarer can't afford to. 
allow dummy to be forced to ruff a 
spade. 

The only hope is to find dubs 3-3 
So declarer should draw the last 
trump -and cash the remaining high 
‘clubs. When tbe suit breaks, declar- 
er can discard a pointed-suit loser 
and claim the contract.

UAE opens

ABU DHABI (R) — The United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) the Gulfs 
main trade and commercial post, 
Saturday opened the region’s first 
trade arbitration centre. 

Abu Dhabi Chamber of Com- 
merce officials said the Abu Dha- 
bi Commercial Conciliation and 
Arbitration Centre (ADCAC) 
provides a forum for internation- 
al and local firms to settle trade 
disputes and avoid long and cost- 
ly court battles. 

“It is an edifice of justice of 
which we can be proud,” Sheikh 
Sultan Bin Khalifa A 1 Nahayan, 
honourary chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce said. 

“We see it as a transitional 
move for finding amicable and 
just settlements for disputes.” 
Chamber of Commerce President 
Alhaj Bin Abdulla A1 Muhairby 
said in a speech read for him. 

UAE legal sources said 
ADCAC would relieve a backlog 
in the country’s civil courts and 
lure Western business to the re- 
gion. 

It will apply DAE or other 
country’s federal commercial 
laws to settle fraud cases, non- 
delivery of £oods and other com- 
mercial disputes within six 
months unless the parties agree to 
extend the period. 

The UAE, considered the 
barometer of Gulf trade with the 
highest number of foreign firms 
and foreign trade in the region, 
bas been under pressure from its 
main Western business partners 
to speed resolution of business 
disagreements. 

The U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce in July last year said a lack 
of trade arbitration facilities ham- 
pers the business climate for 
Americans in the GCC — Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, UAE, Bahrain, 
Oman and Qatar. 

Air France

PARIS (AFP) — Air Fi 
Group suffered a consolidated 
loss of 3.266 billion francs ($605 
minion) in 1992, the group has 
announced. That compared with

Third World economies told

to go for private investment 


WASHINGTON (AFP) — High- 
level finance officials from rich 
and poor countries Saturday 
urged developing countries to 
move ahead with economic re- 
forms that would help attract 
increased private investment and 
offset scarcer official aid. 

The Joint Development Com- 
mittee of the Internationa! 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and the 
World Bank proposed a cata- 
logue of policy actions by govern- 
ments and international institu- 
tions to boost the number of 
countries targeted by overseas 
investors “as quickly as 
possible.” 

■ A “high level of investment in 
the private sector is important to 
sustainable economic growth in 
developing countries,” including 
eastern Europe’s economies in 
transition, the 24-nation panel 
said in a communique. . 

It stressed the “com- 
plementary” but “crucial*’ role of 
private foreign flows and official 
development assistance (ODA), 
and recognised that for poorer 


countries and those at present 
unable to attract orivatc capital, 
ODA remains “essential.” 

In the light of the recent 
stagnation of ODA flows, despite 
increased needs, the panel asked 
donor countries “to do their best 
to increase their aid as dreumst- 
ances permit, particularly where 
it still £alb short of 0.7 per cent of 
GNP.” 

The average ratio for the 22 tap 
industrial donors at present is 
about 0.35 per cent, with the 
United States at less than 0.2 per 
cent of GNP, development offi- 
cials attending the talks noted. 

French Finance Minister 

Edmond Alphandery echoed the 
feelings of many Western minis- 
ters at the meeting when he stres- 
sed the budget problems facing 
many donor countries and called 
for increased recourse to private 
money. 

“It would be illusory to rely 
primarily on bilateral contribu- 
tors at this time." he said. 

The committee strongly urged 
the donors to ratify without delay 


the recent agreement to replenish 
the World Bank's soft-loan affili- 
ate, the International Develop- 
ment Association (IDA), main 
source of external finance for the 
poorest nations. 

It also asked the IMF to com- 
plete by next November its work 
on a successor to ESAF (En- 
hanced Structural Adjustment 
Facility) which provides balance 
of payments support on soft 
terms for these countries. 

The panel — composed of fi- 
nance or development ministers 
of industrial and developing 
countries — said foreign direct 
investment (FDI) was “the most 

valuable form of private external 

finance.” 

It was associated with access to 
technical knowhow, managerial 
expertise and wider markets in 
the West. 

Against this background, ir 
voiced “increasing concern” ab- 
out the continued delays and 
“risk of breakdown” in the Uru- 
guay Round of trade negotiations 
in Geneva. 


A failure could entail ”a down- . 
ward spiral of increasing protec- 
tionism” and narrow the markets 
for goods from developing coun- 
tries, reducing their incentive to 
liberalise their economies. 

Although FDI in developing 
countries ncarlv doubled to 

around $20 billion in the 1980s. 
private flows were concentrated 
in a small number of countries. 

Nearly half went to Brazil, 
China, Hong Kong. Mexico and 
Singapore, and a dozen Latin 
American and East Asian coun- 
tries accounted for about three- 

quarters of tbc total, financial 
experts said. 

The committee recognised 
this, but told Third World gov- 
ernments at large to do what was 
needed to create conditions 
attractive to foreign investors, 
including a stable political cli- 
mate, sound economic manage- 
ment and a "legal and institution- 
al framework which encourages 
investment without discrimina- 
tion." 


Transparency International aims 
to fight corruption in business, trade 


BERLIN (R) — Politicians and 
business leaders from over 20 
countries plan to launch a watch- 
dog group in Berlin this week to 
fight large-scale corruption in 
government and world trade. 

Calling itself Transparency In- 
ternational, the group aims to 
promote international standards 
for fair trading and help world 
business fight off pressure to 
grease outstretched palms. 

“The decision reflects frustra- 
tion and anger among govern- 
ment leaders in many countries 
over the impact of corruption and 
bas been taken at a time when the 
general public, from Japan to 
Italy, is demonstrating outrage at 
the scale of bribery and kick- 
backs,” it said in a statement at 
the launch Thursday. 

Its initial focus will be on cor- 
ruption rackets in developing 


countries, which skim funds off of 
both business transactions and 
development programmes meant 
to help people rise from poverty. 

“The diversion of foreign aid 
into the accounts of businesses 
and public officials adds human 
misery among the world’s poorest 
people while cheating taxpayers 
in industrial countries who fi- 
nance aid.” it said. 

The launch of transparency In- 
ternational comes at a time when 
scandals over widespread illegal 
contributions to politicians have 
rocked Italy and Japan, two 
members of the Group of Seven 
leading industrialised nations. 

The collapse of the Bank of 
Credit and Commerce Interna- 
tional (BCCI) amid charges of 
massive fraud robbed big and 
small account holders around the 
globe, many of them Third World

Croats and Muslims, must now be 
submitted to the self-styled Bos- 
nian Serb parliament for ratifica- 
tion. 

U.N. peacekeepers said they 
were concerned about the situa- 
tion in the east Bosnian town of 
Gorazde where Serb forces have 
trapped about 60,000 Muslims. 

Barry Frewer, spokesman in 
Sarajevo for the United Nations 
Protection Force (UNPROFOR) 
said reports from doctors ana 
ham radio operators in the town 
spoke of increased Sghting. 

“We’ve got reports from doc- 
tors coming out of the area saying 
there have been heavy casual- 
ties," he added. UNPROFOR 
has not be able to confirm the 
heavier fighting independently. 

U.N. aid convoys have been 
unable to reach Gorazde. under 
siege since Bosnia's civil war be- 
gan, for more than eight weeks 
although it is getting supplies 
parachuted by the U.S. Air 
Force. 

Commander Frewer said a 10- 
truck relief convoy currently 
trying to reach Gorazde was held 
up at Podromanija, 35 kilometres 
to the northwest, “because we’re 


still having a lot of difficulty with 
die Bosnian Serbs.” 

Gorazde, Zepa and Srebrenica 
are the only three substantial 
Muslim enclaves left in eastern 
Bosnia following a Serb drive for 
sole control of the region which 
was ethnically mixed when the 
war began. 

Their future was among the 
issues being discussed in Athens 
Sunday at talks between interna- 
tional mediators Cyrus Vance 
and David Owen and leaders of 
Bosnia’s ethnic communities. 

The peace plan would give 
eastern Bosnia, which borders 
the Serbian Republic, to the Must 
J ims under a U.N. -sponsored 
proposal to divide the former 
Yugoslavia republic into 10 semi- 
autonomous ethnic cantons. 

Diplomats believe the Serbs' 
military control of the region will 
eventually be recognised and that 
Gorazde and Zepa will become 
U.N. protected areas like Srebre- 
nica. 

Fighting has intensified around 
Bosnia since the Bosnian Serb 
parliament last week refused to 
endorse the peace plan. 


UNPROFOR sent military 

observers to check claims by 
Sarajevo that six civilians died in 
Serb shelling and Serb claims that 
Muslims hit the centre of Brcko 
with mortar fire during the 
night. 


The United Nations said the 
Muslim pocket of Bihac in north- 
west Bosnia which Seri) forces 
attacked last week was hit by 287 
shells Saturday including 19 
which exploded in Bihac town. 

In central Bosnia, where Mus- 
lims and their former Croat allies 
have been fighting over mixed 
territory.

Karadzic has courageously com- 
mitted his delegation to this 
plan,” Lord Owen told reporters. 

“We have got what we really 
wanted. Signatures on the plan.” 
Lord Owen said. He expected the 
Bosnian Serb parliament to 
approve the plan and said the foil 
force of afi leaders In the Balkans 
would be working for this out- 
come on May 5. 

Greek Prime Minister Con- 
stantine Mi tso talas, who helped 
set up the last-ditch peace talks, 
said: “A new period of peace, 
cooperation and progress opens 
ahead of is in foe Balkans.” 

Mr. Mhsotakis played an im- 
portant robs in getting the warring 
parties together for a final round 
of talks, overshadowed by tineas 
of Western military intervention. 

The peace plan divides Bosnia 
into 10 autonomous provinces 
along ethnic lines. Lord Owen 
said it would require a “substan- 
tial peacekeeping force” and that 
he hoped U.S. troops, among 
others, would play a role. 

The peace envoys will now 
focus on the task of rebuilding the 
war-shattered republics of the 
former state of Yugoslavia, which 
was tom apart when the former 
Communist state began disinteg- 
rating in Jane 1991. 

Lard Owen said they would 
also be trying to ensure peace and 
an end to fighting elsewhere, 
especially Serb held strongholds 
in foe Republic of Croatia. 


About 400 Russian hardliners 


continue rally a day after clash 


MOSCOW (AP) — About 400 
pro-Commumsts rallied quietly 
next to foe Russian parliament 
Sunday, denouncing President 
Boris Yeltsin as a “butcher” one 
day after a violent dash with 
police at May Day march. 

The Russian prosecutor-gener- 
al's office has begun an investiga- 
tion into Saturday’s street battle 
in Gagarin Square, the worst 
violence in foe Russian capital 
since the failed August 1991 
coup. A separate investigation is 
being conducted by a commission 
set up by foe Communist-nddmin- 
ated parliament. ■ 

The violent* icflccts the 
oogoixsr campaign by Mr. Yelt- 
.oTs foes to undermine his victory 
in last Sunday’s referendum, in 
which a majority of voters ex- 
pressed confidence in Mr. Yeltsin 
and approved of his economic 
policies. 

Interior Ministry officials said 
205 police — including 181 riot 
troops — were injured, with 27 


hospitalised with concussions and 
cuts, according to the Interfax 
News Agency. It said 12 demon- 
strators were hospitalised. 

There was no overall estimate 
of injured demonstrators, 
although officials said Saturday 
that 70 were hurt. 


State-run television reported 
no deaths in the clash. The leader 
of the pro-Commtmist demon- 
stration, Viktor Anpilov, had 
claimed that one demonstrator 
was killed, but be gave no details. 
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Vladimir Talakneyev, 25, 
listed in serious condition Sunday 
at Clinical Hospital No. 1, the TV 
report said. 


At least 20 people were 
arrested, Interfax said. 

On Sunday, about 400 
nationalists and Communist sup- 
porters gathered peacefully next 
to foe Russian “White House,” 
as the parliament budding is cal- 
led. Some had spent the night os 


a grassy hillside next to the 
building. 

As police watched from a dis- 
tance, hardliners passed around 
petitions urging a special session 
of the Congress of People’s De- 
puties on the incident. Many peo- 
ple milled around in small 
groups for political discussions. 

In an almost picnic-tike atmos- 
phere on a warm, sonny day, a 
table was spread with leaves of 
bread, and thirsty demonstrators 
dipped tin cups m a communal 
not of water.

Danish referendum campaign 


COPENHAGEN (AFP) — 
David confronts Goliath again 
this month wbep Danes vote on i 
foe European Community's (EC) 
Maastricht union treaty for the 
second time, but Goliath is now 
ready for the sling and things look 
bad for David. 


Denmark, the ECs third smal- 
lest country, voted “no” to the 
treaty with a tiny 50.7 per cent 
majority last June, shocking the 
Community's political establish- 
ment and blocking its plans for 
economic and political union. 

■ But polls now indicate that foe 
“yes” vote could be higher than 
55 per cent in a second referen- 
dum on May 18, and analysts 
believe this will allow the EC to 
weld itself into a more integrated 
European union before the year- 
end. 

For Drude Dablenip, a politic- 
al scientist and one of the leaders 
of the grass-roots June Move- 
ment that orchestrated foe Dan- 
ish ‘no’ vote last year, foe fun has 
gone out of the anti-Maastricht 
game. 


“The campaign is hateful now. 
So many personal attacks are now 
being made on the “no” ride. The 
campaign is being America- 
nised.” she told AFP. 

The June Movement is 
opposed to the Maastricht Treaty 
for fear that it will spawn a 
United States of Europe where 
citizens hand over their democra- 


tic rights to a militarily powerful 
super-government in Brussels. 

“Thx5 is bloc politics. Toe 
whole idea was invented in the 
cold war. We want to be number 
one in the world. I think it’s a 
dangerous idea.” Ms. Dahlernp 
said. 

An uneasy coalition of leftists 
and extreme-right nationalists, 
the June Movement prefers a 
stronger all-inclusive United Na- 
tions to an elite European union 
that risks excluding the new 
democracies of Eastern Europe. 

And it fears that high Danish 
soda! standards could be sacri- 
ficed on the alter of European 
uniformity, along with foe re- 
wards of a long battle in De- 
nmark to give women an equal 
place on all levels of society. 

The movement also feels bet- 
rayed because of what it consid- 
ers a cynical, anti-democratic 
power play to overcome the Dan- 
ish “no' 1 last year. 

Under Community rules, the 
treaty needs the consent of all EC 
countries. Denmark was one of 
only three countries that dared 
submit it to voter approval, 
rather than just parliamentary 
vote. 

The other two were France, 
which ratified foe treaty with a 
razor-thin 51 per cent, and Ire- 
land, which mustered a much 
bigger majority. 

If foe French vote had gone the 

other way, main tains foe June 


Movement, the plans for Euro- 
pean integration would be dead. 
But little Denmark (population 
five million) was too small- to 
matter. 

So EC leaders engineered spe- 
cial exe mp tions for Denmark — 
opt-outs from a single currency, 
greater defence cooperation, 
European citizenship and police 
cooperation — if it reverses its 
“no” vote in two weeks. 

Then the Danish establish meat 
swung into action with foe mes- 
sage that European onion would 
go ahead with or without De- 
nmark and that another “no” 
vote would see the Danes frozen 
out of the EC at tremendous

COLOMBO (R) — The Sri 
Lankan government is likely to 
intensify the war against Tamil 
separatist rebels after the killing 
of President Ranasinghe Pre- 
madasa by a suicide bomber, 
military sources said Sunday. 

‘‘Now that the political leaders 

have tbemfolves been taigetted 
they are likely to put more effort 

to finish the war against (the 
Tamil rebels),” a senior milnaiy 
officer declared. 

“Earlier it was plainly the sol- 
diers who were losing their lives,” 
be said. 

The gove r n m ent Sunday began 
moving battle-hardened troops to 
dm south from their northern and 
eastern camps in case of further 
violence in the capital. 

The soldiers are likely to return 
to the war zone if the situation 
remained calm after Mr. Pre- 
madasa’s state funeral Thursday, 
the military sources said. 

Mr. Pretnadasa was blown up 
by a suspected Tamil suicide 
bomber, said by the military to be 
as young as 14, at a May Day 
procession Saturday. 

The separatist rebels, who have 
fought a decade-long struggle for 
their own homeland, have denied 
involvement. 

The military wants to prevent 
any recurrence of the July 1983 
rioits against minority Tamils 
;ed off by the funeral of 13 
killed in a rebel 

ambush. 

Tens of thousands of people, 
some weeping openly and beating 
their chests, mourned foe assas- 
sination of President Pretnadasa 
by vistting bis borne and walknig 
past tus body as it lay in stale 
Sunday. 

His widow, Hema, and his 23- 
year-old daughter, DulanjaJee, 
who had just returned from 
Leaden, broke into tears, threw 
their aims around each other and 
buried their faces in a flag on the 
coffin. t 

As they were helped away, the 
25,000 people waiting in lines 
outside the building continued to 
walk past the coffin guarded by 
four soldiers holding golden 
swords and bowing their heads. 

Some of the mourners in this 
predominantly Buddhist country 
worshipped foe coffin in a tradi- 
tional way by falling to their 
knees, folding their hands in 
prayer and dropping their heads 
to the floor. 

In a nearby government build- 
ing, cabinet ministers held their 
second emergency meeting since 
foe assassination of Mr. Pre- 
madasa. 

The assassination, which occur- 
red eight days after a top opposi- 
tion leader was gunned down by a 
lone assailant in foe capital, has 
left this Indian Ocean island na- 
tion in a deep crisis. 

It could intensify a guer rilla 
war by ethnic Tamils in northern 
and eastern Sri Lanka and lead to 
a violent straggle for power be- 
tween foe governing parly and 
the nation’s many opposition 
groups. 

LaKth Athulathmudali, 
leader of the opposition Demo- 
cratic United National Front, was

Tambo buried as ANC 


soldiers fire gun salute 


JOHANNESBURG (Agencies) 
— ANC soldiers fired a 21-gun 
salute as former African National 
Congress (ANC) President Oliv- 
er Tambo was buried here Sun- 
day. 

ANC President Nelson Mande- 
la held his right hand in foe 
ANCs clenched fist salute as the 
coffin was lowered into the 
ground to the st r a i ns of “The 
Last Post.” 

Mourners among the 15,000 
who had gathered outside foe 
cemetery in Wattvilte black 
township, south of here, fired 
answering shots as three 
Umkhonto We Sizwe (MK) 
cadres fired a 21-gun salute with 
12-guage shotguns, despite 
appeals by ANC Secretary 
General Cyril Ramaphosa that 
the military farewell should be 
restricted to MK soldiers. The 
MK is the ANCs armed wing. 

Two MK members removed 
the ANCs black, green and gold 
flag that had been draped over 
Mr. Tambo’s coffin and handed it 
to his widow Adele. 

The .immediate burial site was 
strictly controlled by some 100 
MK soldiers, who restricted access 
to dignitaries and family. The 

service was peaceful, but ANC 
mantafe battled to control 

thousands of Waxtville township 
residents who wanted to get into 
the cemetery. 

Mr. Tambo, 75, who died last 
Saturday after suffering a massive 
stroke, was transported in a white 
hearse from a funeral service at a 
soccer stadium outside Soweto 
black township earlier Sunday. 

The ANC bade farewell to Mr. 
Tambo Sunday with a funeral 
service held under the shadow of 
a new massacre of whites by black 


gunmen. 

Mr. Tambo’s fellow leaders in 
tite ANC and foreign dignitaries 
attended the ceremony at the 
FNB Football Stadium in Sowe- 
to, South Africa’s largest black 
township on foe Johannesburg 
outskirts. 

Mr. Mandela paid tribute to 
Mr. Tambo and his legacy with a 
reference to democracy negotia- 
tions that are thrashing out a new 
consitution for a non-racial South 
Africa to end 300 years of white 
supremacy. 

“We are watching a new dawn 
... we can see it that we have it in 
our power to transform South 
Africa into what you want it to be 
— free, just, prosperous and at 
peace within itself and the 
world,” he told mourners. 

But in contrast with the funeral 
of slain Communist Party leader 
Chris Hani two weeks ago, when 
the stadium was packed to its 
80,000 capacity, the crowd num- 
bered only a few thousand, . 

Mr. Tambo’s funeral service 
followed an attack on a hotel bar 
in the port of East London Satur- 
day night. 

Black gunmen wearing Balac- 
lava helmets to hide their faces 
attacked . the Hjehgate Hotel in 
the port city with AK-47 assault 
rifles, killing five whites and 
wounding six other whites and a 
black barman. 

Eastern Cape Police Commis- 
sioner Genera] Daan Huggett 
said police were searching for five 
people. Police earlier said three 
blacks carried out foe raid. 

Mr. Huggett said it resembled 
attacks since November on a golf 
dub and a motel bar in the 
region. The two attacks killed 
five whites.

Chinese minister starts European toyr 


PEKING (AFP) — Chinese Vice-Premier and Foreign Minister 
Qian Qichen left Peking Sunday for a 10-day tour of foe 
Netherlands, Sweden, Italy and Germany, the Xinhua News 
Agency reported. Mr. Qian's visit, which follows a recent trip to 
Brussels by Foreign Trade Minister Wu Yi, will focus on 
economic ties. China, facing criticism over its massive S12 billion 
trade surplus with the European Community, has recently been 
touting its desire for closer economic links with Western Europe. 
Germany, Italy and foe Netherlands are, respectively, China's 
first, second- and fifth -largest Western European trade partners. 
Total trade between China and these three countries totalled 
SI 1.7 billion last year, according to -Chinese government. 


Abkhazians down Georgian jet 


MOSCOW (AFP ) — Abkhazi forces shot down a Georgian 
Sukhoi-25 fighter aircraft over a village west of foe Abkhazi 
capital Sukhumi, the ITAR-TASS News Agency said. Citing 
Abkhazi authorities, the agency said the plane was shot down 
Saturday by artillery over the village of Eshera, and said the pilot, 
who ejected before foe plane crashed, had been taken prisoner. A 
number of Georgian aircraft bombarded Abkhazi positions in the 
region Friday evening, injuring an unspecified number of civi- 
lians, the Abkhazi Defence Ministry said, according to ITAR- 
TASS. Clashes between Georgian and Abkhazi forces were 
continuing on both sides of foe Gumista River, which has over the 
last few months become foe frontline of fighting between the two 
sides in the region, according to Abkhazi officials. 


8 die after boat capsizes near Singapore 


SINGAPORE (AP) — Eight Indonesians have been found dead 
and rescuers were searching for 10 others missing after a sampan 
capsized near Singapore, a police spokesman said Sunday. The 
boat, carrying 35 Indonesians, capsized Friday night and a passing 
coast guard patrol boat rescued 17 from foe sea more than eight 
hours later, said the spokesman, speaking on condition of 
anonymity in keeping with normal practice. Marine Police boats 
and helicopters were searching for foe missing Indonesians, he 
added. The boat was sailing from Indonesia's Bin tan Island, a few 
miles south of Stn^pore, to Johore, in Malaysia, a few miles 
north of Singapore, when it capsized eight kilometres east of 
Singapore’s Bedok Jetty, foe spokesman said. Some of the 
survivors told local reporters the small vessel overturned when it 
was caught between foe waves of two passing supertankers, but 
foe spokesman said officials still were investigating why the boat 
capsized. 


Chinese ship sinks after collision 


TOKYO (AP) — A Chinese survey ship sank after colliding with 
a Cyprus chemical tanker Sunday, and three crew 

members were missing, Japan’s coast guard ■ reported. The 
17,670-tonne tanker Silver Horn rescued the other 107 Chinese 
from foe 2,894-tonne Xiang Yang Hong 16 after foe collision 
about -250 kilometres off the coast of Zhejiang province in eastern 
China, said Shigeaki Kuromizu of foe Maritime Safety Agency. 
The Silver Horn suffered damage to its bow, but its 32 crew 
members were unhurt. Mr. Kuromizu added, their natinwaiitwg 
were not immediately known. He said the Silver Horn was not m 
danger of sinking and its cargo was not affected, but the ship 
reported that foe damage forced it to break off the search for foe 
missing Chinese after about six hours.

SRINAGAR, India (Agencies) 
— At least 50 houses were set 
ablaze in dashes between Muslim 
militants and Indian Border 
Security Council (BSF) guards in 
the Kashmir town of Sopore, 
officials and reports said here. 

Police said foe dashes erupted 
after the militants fired several 
rockets at a BSF bunker killing 
one guard and injuring five sol- 
diers late Saturday night in So- 
pore, 54 kilometres north of here. 

“One BSF soldier has died in 
the rocket attack,” said Kash- 
mir’s Deputy Police Chief Azhar 
Nomani, adding that sporadic 
clashes in Sopore between the 
guards and the rebels were con- 
tinuing Sunday. 

Hie Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said some 50 houses 
were set ablaze by the rockets 
fired by the rebels at the BSF 
bunker in Sopore’s busy Hatishah 
residential district. 

Earlier Sunday, other police 
officials and witnesses said the 
BSF men went an a rampage 
bunting 15 houses in the tiny 
apple-growing town. 

Details of civilian casualties 
caused by the arson or the dashes 
in Sopore were not immediately 
known, PTI quoted a government 
spokesman as saying in Srinagar, 
Kashmir’s summer capital and 
the urban hub of a Muslim separ- 
atist drive. 

Nomani said he was leaving for 
Sopore with a contingent of 
policemen to take stock of the 
situation. “We will come to know 
what is happening when we reach 
there,” he added before setting 
off for the remote town. 

Vijay Shankar, inspector- 
general of the BSF, however, did 
not confirm the death saying the 
militant-led attack injured three 
guards and caused serious dam- 
age to a communication installa- 
tion in foe Sopore bunker. 

Kashmiri militants generally 
use shoulder-fired rocket prop-, 
elied grenades to attack Indian 
posts. 


“Fire trucks could not reach 
Sopore immecfiately because of 
the extensive firing by the raifi- 
tants”, the spokesman said but 
a d d e d that the blaze was later 
brought under control. 

The BSF official said paramilit- 
ary reinforcements from the 
Kashmiri town of Baramullah 
had been rushed to Sopore, a 
bastion of the Kashmiri militants, 
to restore normalcy. 

The overnight rocket attack 
and Sunday’s alleged retaliation 
by foe BSF follows the death of 
six civilians on April 19 in Sopore 
when Indian border guards 

opened fire on a Muslim proces- 
sion. 


Three of those killed were 
Muslim students caught in the 
fixing, and observers said the 
Saturday night rocket attack on 
foe BSF bunker was to avenee 
last month’s killings. 

On Jan. 6, BSF soldiers pep. 
pered the town with ballets and 
torched 200 shops and homes. 
WUing 50 people in retaliation 
against a militant attack on 
another paramilitary post. 

The January incident prompted 
an investigation into foe role of 
the BSF in the arson.
